General  John  W.  Vessey  was  born  in  Minneapolis,  Min- 
nesota on  29  June  1922.  He  enlisted  in  the  Minnesota 
National  Guard  in  May  1939,  and  was  called  to  active 
duty  in  February  1941.  He  rose  to  the  rank  of  first  ser- 
geant before  receiving  a battlefield  commission  as  a 
second  lieutenant  of  Field  Artillery  at  the  Anzio  Beach- 
head on  6 May  1944. 

General  Vessey’s  civilian  education  includesa 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Military  Science  from  the 
University  of  Maryland,  College  Park,  Maryland,  and  a 
Master  of  Science  degree  in  Business  Administration 
from  the  George  Washington  University,  Washington, 
DC.  He  also  attended  the  University  of  Pittsburgh’s  Man- 
agement Program  for  Executives.  General  Vessey  was 
awarded  an  honorary  Doctorate  of  Letters  degree  from 
Concordia  College,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota;  and  honorary 
Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from  the  University  of  Maryland, 
College  Park,  Maryland;  and  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws 
degree  from  Concordia  Seminary,  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 

General  Vessey’s  military  schooling  includes  the 
Special  Basic,  Associate  Advanced,  and  Advanced  Of- 
ficer courses  of  the  Field  Artillery  School;  the  Command 
and  General  Staff  College;  the  Armed  Forces  Staff  Col- 
lege; the  Industrial  College  of  the  Armed  Forces;  and 
the  Army  Aviation  School. 

Much  of  General  Vessey’s  military  service  has  been 
with  combat  divisions.  His  past  assignments  include  the 
34th  Infantry  Division  in  North  Africa  and  Italy  during 
World  War  II,  the  4th  Infantry  Division  in  Germany,  two 
tours  with  the  3rd  Armored  Division  in  Germany,  the 
25th  Infantry  Division  in  Vietnam,  and  command  of  the 
4th  Infantry  Division  (Mechanized)  at  Fort  Carson, 
Colorado. 

In  1975,  General  Vessey  was  promoted  to  Lieuten- 
ant General  and  became  the  United  States  Army’s  Dep- 
uty Chief  of  Staff  for  Operations  and  Plans,  Washington, 


DC.  He  was  promoted  to  his  present  grade  in  1976  and 
assigned  to  Korea  as  Commander-in-Chief,  United  Na- 
tions Command;  Commander,  United  States  Forces,  Ko- 
rea; and  Commanding  General,  Eighth  United  States 
Army.  In  1978,  he  also  became  the  first  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  Republic  of  Korea-United  States  Combined 
Forces  Command.  General  Vessey  returned  to  Wash- 
ington in  July  1979  to  become  the  Vice  Chief  of  Staff, 
United  States  Army. 

He  is  the  recipient  of  numerous  military  decorations 
and  awards  including  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross, 
the  Defense  Distinguished  Service  Medal,  the  Army  Dis- 
tinguished Service  Medal,  and  the  Purple  Heart. 

General  Vessey  is  married  to  the  former  Avis  Funk 
of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota.  They  have  two  sons,  John 
III,  a Foreign  Service  Officer,  and  David,  a Warrant  Of- 
ficer pilot  with  the  United  States  Army;  and  a daughter, 
Sarah.

Major  General  Joe  Franklin  was  born  in  Cumberland, 
Maryland  on  28  August  1933.  He  graduated  from  the 
United  States  Military  Academy  receiving  a Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  in  Engineering  and  a commission  as  a 
second  lieutenant  in  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  He  also 
holds  Master  of  Science  degrees  in  Nuclear  Engineering 
and  Civil  Engineering  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
of  Technology.  His  military  education  includes  comple- 
tion of  the  Engineer  School’s  Basic  and  Advanced 
Courses,  the  Naval  Command  and  Staff  Course,  and  the 
United  States  Army  War  College. 

General  Franklin’s  first  assignment  was  with  the 
78th  Combat  Engineer  Battalion  in  Karlsruhe,  Germany 
where  he  was  a Platoon  Leader  and  Company  Com- 
mander. Upon  completion  of  his  advanced  degree  stud- 
ies he  was  assigned  to  the  Nuclear  Power  Division  at 
Fort  Belvoir,  Virginia,  where  he  served  as  the  Project 
Manager  for  design  and  construction  of  the  floating  nu- 
clear power  plant  SS  Sturgis.  In  1963  he  became  Officer 
in  Charge  of  Camp  Century,  a nuclear  power  research 
camp  on  the  Greenland  icecap,  where  he  served  until 
1965.  He  then  was  assigned  to  the  faculty  of  the  United 
States  Military  Academy  as  an  instructor  and  assistant 
professor  in  the  Academy’s  Department  of  Military  Art 
and  Engineering.  Later,  General  Franklin  was  assigned 
to  Vietnam  where  he  served  briefly  with  the  United 
States  Army  Engineer  Construction  Agency  and  then  as 
Commander  of  the  299th  Engineer  Battalion,  18th  Engi- 
neer Brigade.  Upon  returning  from  Vietnam,  he  was  as- 
signed as  a staff  officer  with  the  Plans  and  Policy 
Directorate,  J-5,  Organization  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff 
in  Washington,  DC  and  then  subsequently  as  the  Army 
member  of  the  Staff  Group  in  the  Office  of  the  Chair- 
man, Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff.  In  1973,  he  transferred  from 


the  Corps  of  Engineers  to  the  United  States  Army 
Infantry  after  which  he  was  assigned  to  Fort  Knox,  Ken- 
tucky to  command  the  4th  Basic  Combat  Training  Bri- 
gade. Following  this  tour  he  became  the  Special 
Assistant  to  the  Director  of  the  Joint  Staff,  Organization 
of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  in  Washington,  DC. 

In  June  1979  he  became  the  58th  Commandant  of 
Cadets  at  the  United  States  Military  Academy,  West 
Point,  New  York.  He  was  then  assigned  to  the  25th 
Infantry  Division,  Schofield  Barracks,  as  the  Assistant 
Division  Commander  (Training).  Awards  and  decorations 
which  General  Franklin  has  received  include  the  De- 
fense Superior  Service  Medal,  the  Legion  of  Merit  (with 
Oak  Leaf  Cluster),  the  Bronze  Star  Medal,  the  Meritori- 
ous Service  Medal,  Air  Medals,  the  Joint  Service  Com- 
mendation Medal,  the  Expert  Infantryman  Badge,  the 
Parachutist  Badge,  the  Ranger  Tab,  and  the  Joint  Chiefs 
of  Staff  Identification  Badge.

Major  General  Dan  French  was  born  on  20  September 
1928  in  Baker,  Oregon.  He  was  commissioned  a second 
lieutenant  in  the  Army  on  11  June  1950  and  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Oregon  in  1952  with  a Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  in  Social  Psychology.  General  French 
also  holds  a Master  of  Science  degree  in  International 
Relations.  He  attended  the  Infantry  Officer  Advanced 
Course,  the  United  States  Army  Command  and  General 
Staff  College  and  the  National  War  College. 

His  initial  assignments  were  in  company  grade  com- 
mand and  staff  positions  in  the  United  States  and  Korea.

From  Vietnam 
he  went  to  Europe  and  became  the  Commander  of  the 
Combined  Arms  Training  Center,  United  States  Army 
Europe;  Commander  of  the  3d  Brigade,  3d  Armored  Di- 
vision, United  States  Army  Europe;  and  Special  Assis- 
tant to  the  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  for  Operations,  United 


States  Army  Europe  and  Seventh  Army.  He  then  be- 
came Chief  of  Staff  for  V Corps,  United  States  Army  Eu- 
rope and  Assistant  Division  Commander,  3d  Armored 
Division,  United  States  Army  Europe. 

Returning  again  to  the  United  States,  he  was  as- 
signed as  Commanding  General,  3d  ROTC  Region,  Fort 
Riley,  Kansas,  going  from  there  to  the  United  States  Ar- 
my Training  and  Doctrine  Command,  Fort  Monroe,  Vir- 
ginia as  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  for  Reserve  Officers 
Training  Corps  before  assuming  command  of  the  United 
States  Army  Soldier  Support  Center,  Fort  Benjamin  Har- 
rison, Indiana.

He  was  commissioned  a second 
lieutenant  and  awarded  a Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
Engineering  from  the  United  States  Military  Academy  in 
1958.  He  also  holds  a Master  of  Arts  in  Political  Science 
from  Indiana  University.  His  military  education  includes 
completion  of  the  Armor  Officer  Basic  Course,  the 
Infantry  Officer  Advanced  Course,  the  Armed  Forces 
Staff  College,  and  the  Army  War  College. 

He  has  held  a wide  variety  of  important  command 
and  staff  positions  culminating  in  his  current  assignment 
as  Commanding  General  of  the  3d  Armored  Division.

Brigadier  General  (P)  Tom  Griffin  was  born  at  Schofield 
Barracks,  Hawaii  on  13  January  1933.  He  was  commis- 
sioned a second  lieutenant  and  awarded  a Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  in  Engineering  in  1956  from  the  United 
States  Military  Academy.  He  also  holds  a Master  of  Sci- 
ence degree  in  International  Relations  from  George 
Washington  University.  His  military  education  includes 
completion  of  the  Infantry  School,  Naval  School  of  Com- 
mand and  Staff,  and  the  National  War  College. 

He  has  held  a wide  variety  of  command  staff  as- 
signments to  include  six  overseas  tours-two  in  Germany, 
two  in  Vietnam,  and  one  each  in  Korea  and  Hawaii.  Gen- 
eral Griffin  initially  served  as  a Platoon  Leader  and  Com- 
pany Commander  in  an  Infantry  Battle  Group  with  the 
24th  Infantry  Division.  Later  he  served  as  a Company 
Commander  and  Battle  Group  Adjutant  with  the  3d 
Infantry  Regiment,  Fort  Myer,  Virginia.  After  a one-year 
break  in  service,  during  which  he  remained  active  in  the 
Reserve  Components,  he  returned  to  active  duty  in  1964 
and  served  in  various  positions  with  the  United  States 
Army  Infantry  School.  In  1965  he  was  assigned  to  the 
United  States  Military  Assistance  Command,  Vietnam 
and  served  as  an  Operations  Advisor  in  the  II  Corps 
area. 

Upon  his  return  to  the  United  States  he  was  as- 
signed to  the  82d  Airborne  Division  at  Fort  Bragg,  North 
Carolina,  where  he  served  as  Brigade  Operations  Officer 
and  Infantry  Battalion  Commander.  In  1968,  he  was  re- 
assigned to  the  United  States  Military  Academy  as  a 
Tactical  Officer  and  later  served  as  a Regimental  Execu- 
tive Officer  and  Commander  with  the  United  States 
Corps  of  Cadets.  He  returned  in  Vietnam  in  1971  as  a 
Brigade  Executive  Officer  with  the  101st  Airborne  Divi- 
sion. He  was  next  assigned  to  Fort  Ord,  California  where 
he  served  as  a Basic  Combat  Training  Battalion  Com- 
mander with  the  United  States  Army  Training  Center  and 
then  helped  activate  the  7th  Infantry  Division  as  its  As- 
sistant Chief  of  Staff,  G-3  (Operations).  In  1978,  General 


Griffin  was  assigned  to  Korea  where  he  commanded  the 
1st  Brigade,  2d  Infantry  Division.  The  following  year  he 
was  assigned  to  the  Army  Staff  as  Chief  of  the  Force 
Readiness  Division  in  the  Office  of  the  Deputy  Chief  of 
Staff  for  Operations  and  Plans.  In  1980,  he  was  selected 
as  a Senior  Fellow  to  Foreign  Service  Institutes’s  Execu- 
tive Seminar  in  National  and  International  Affairs.
